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MEN OR CATTLE

Editorial from the News and Ob
server, Raleigh, N. C, Otcober 3
1919.

"The United States Department
of Agriculture notes that it has re
ceived a telegram from Clay Coun

ty, Mississippi, which reads: 'Elec-
tion Clay County favors tuberculosis
eradication'. That looked rather
unique until reading further down
was the explanation tnat it was
cattle instead of men that the eradi- -

cation applies to. i;iay uounty is
going to' save the cattle. The
human victim of tuberculosis can
fight it out for himself.

"North Carolina is working on
both problems. In a way the con-

trol of human tuberculosis is re-

ceiving advanced attention. Yet
we are not doing as much for our
people as the Mississippi county is
doing for its cattle. Is not that a
remarkable situation? A whole

county will unite under the authority
of the law to .suppress tuberculosis
in cattle. But when it comes to
men we lose interest. You see, a

good cow is worth more than a
hundred dollars. A good man has
no cash value.

"No, that is not the situation at
all. Our whole trouble is that we
follow the bell wether, like a Hock
of sheep. We establish a Depart-
ment of Agriculture in the State
and in the Nation, and we tell the
department to. get results. They
see the folly of allowing disease
among the livestock, and they en-

list the people in the movement to
stop it. But we have not been bold
enough yet to have a secretary of
health in the President's cabinet, so
health jogs along as a few enthusi-
astic individuals can drive it, and
we pay no attention to the man
who gets tuberculosis and dies.

"Some day a man will be rated
as high as a cow. Tnen we will
vote on whether to haye tuberculosis
among the people of the countv as
well as vote for the cattle, and when
we get one county started we will
have the whole job on the way to
salvation. If we would turn Dr.
McBrayer loose tomorrow on tuber-
culosis and give him the money and
authority he would wipe the thing
out in a county or in the state.
Unfortunately he is . working for

people, not cattle, and his hands
are tied."

My attention was recently called
to the aboye very able editorial of
October 3rd on a telegram sent from
Clay, County, this State,' in which
the editor of the News and Obser
ver leaves the impression that our
beloved State of Mississippi after
ridding her cattle of ticks will eradi
cate tuberculosis, but is unwilling
and neglecting to do so among her
people. In behalf of Mississippi's
people, I wish to state that Governor-

-elect Lee M. Russell and Hon.
Oscar G. Johnson, the leading can
didates of four contestants, pledged
themselves in every campaign
speech from Alabama acros9 to the
Father, of Waters, and from the
Tennessee line to the Mexican Gulf,
that if elected they would do every-
thing' possible for the Pubfie Health
of Mississippi and especially for
Rural Health work. Mr. Russell
was elected and will faithfully
"carry on". We believe Mr. John-
son would have done the same had
he been elected. We have a Senate
and House of Representatives
equally pledged, and quite a few of
them are enthusiastic.

by several people, the following
statement is made by Mrs. B. F.
Saunders, Chairman of the Ratifica
tion Committee of the Mississippi
Woman Suffrage Association:

"When the Federal Suffrage
Amendment has been ratified by the
necessary 36 States, 20 of which
have already acted favorably, it be
comes a part of the United States
Constitution. . The word "male" in
the State Constitution does not
matter. It need not be removed.
No legislative action is necessary to
insure to women their vote. The
election law instructs to prepare
ballots for voters, places and equip
ment for elections and the same
ballots, places and equipment used
by the men will be used by the
women voters.

"There seems to be a tendency
to a misunderstanding of the nature
of the Federal Suffrage Amendment.
Alarmists are predicting trouble
through Federal enforcement. This
is totally unfounded as the Amend-
ment will be put into effect by the
states. It does not provide for
Federal enforcement, save that Con-

gress may legislate in the improb
able event that after the amend-
ment has been ratified by the re-

quired thirtv-si- x states, any state
shall violate it by refusing to permit
women to vote solety because they
are women.

"We feel sure that the majority
of the Legislators of Mississippi are
fair minded on this and all ques
tions and they will want women to
enjoy full citizenship. Nor will

they think it necessary to make
them win it by the hard work of a
State campaign, but remembering
that all men are protected in their
citizenship by the Federal constitu-
tion and that no man ever had to
campaign for his vote; that all aliens
are naturalized by the Federal con-

stitution; that all Indians are given
citizenship by the Federal route
they will want the women to enjoy
the same advantages and so will
vote for the ratification of the
Federal Suffrage Amendment." N

Restore the River Traffic
Secretary Daniels, in addressing

the National Rivers and Harbors
Congress this month, made plain
his opinion that the country's great
transportation asset, the waterways,
must be preserved and the use of

the waterways encouraged in every
practical way. He said:

"Freight which formerly was car
ried at a low price by river boats
now is carried by rail, the tracks of
the road standing in sight of the
river itself. As result, railroad ex-

pansion has not kept pace with
business expansion, freight has
been delayed and rates increased.
The business demoralization over
the country today is due to the. fact
that waterways haye been abandon-
ed and neglected, and railroads have
not been able to increase facilities
to keep pace with production and

manufacturing."
The press everywhere should take

this up and impress it upon public
notice. The contrary idea, that
waterways are out of date and that
railways are the only carriers worth
considering, originated with the
railway men, who laughed at the
uold fogies" who talked about the
great river days of the past. The
breakdown of the railroads in 1917-1-8,

however, was a great blow to
this theory, as it proved, as Secre-

tary Daniels says, that the railroads,
confident in their own sufficiency,
bad not kept pace with the business
expansion of the country. Then it
was shown how great was the need
of the waterways. The business de
moralization 'was caused directly bv
the fact that the river traffic had
been destroyed by the railroads.

Since then strong efforts have
been made to rerjuim the river
routes,-an- d these are having a large
measure of success. Mr. Daniels
urges that the work be encouraged
and that the waterways eyery where
be brouehfagain into use. He is
rigni. mere is no omer action mai
will be productive of such large
general good as this. Mobile
Register.
